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NEW YORK STATE PLATFORMS. 


The Republicans of New York State are not 
the only ones faced with a division in the party 
over the prohibition issue in the State plat- 
form. Senator Wadsworth’'s recent declara- 
tion for repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
and modification of the Volstead act has not 
only brought about a difference of opinion 
among the Republican leaders, but it has 
caused the Democrats to ponder over what sort 
of a position they shall take in their platform 
on the wet and dry question. It seems virtually 
certain that the Republicans will not make any 
pronounced declaration on prohibition. Up- 
State leaders, like William L. Ward, as well 
as George K. Morris, chairman of the State 
committee, have said that Senator Wads- 
worth’s statement on prohibition shall be taken 
merely as reflecting his personal views and not 
those of the party. They are opposed to any 
action by the State convention bearing on pro- 
hibition. These leaders argue that inasmuch 
as the voters will have a chance to express 
themselves through the State referendum there 
is no occasion for the party making any expres- 
sion on the liquor question one way or the 
other. 

Democrats now are inclined to take the same 
position with regard to their platform. In the 
Democratic organization as well as in the Re- 
publican party, there is a group of persons not 
s0 strong numerically as the wet element who 
will resist any effort to have the party go on 
record for repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead law. They insist that to in- 
sert a wet plank in the platform would be only 
a matter of political expediency and would do 
the party no good, whereas it might injure 
Gov. Smith’s presidential prospects. They urge 
that the governor’s attitude on prohibition is 
so well known that there is no occasion for a 
declaration in the party platform. It would 
gain him no votes and might, on the other 
hand, alienate some Democrats who are dry, 
it is claimed. Moreover, they say, it would be 
unwise for the party in State convention to 
anticipate the verdict of the people on prohibi- 
tion. Obviously, if the Democrats should take 
a stand against prohibition in their platform 
and the voters in the referendum should de- 
clare in favor of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead law, it would prove almost 
disastrous to the Democrats in 1928. There- 
fore, the conservatives in the party insist that 
it will serve no good purpose to have the plat- 
form take any stand on the question. The re- 
sult of recent agitation seems to be that 
whereas a few weeks ago it appeared that the 
Democratic State convention would be dripping 
wet, it now promises to be as dry as the Re- 
publican platform.

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A DIVIDED OPPOSITION. 


That the discussion over the proposed agri- 
cultural bill is not wholly political but eco- 
nomic is illustrated by the argument made 
against the so-called equalization fee by Sen- 
ator Walsh, of Montana.

But the validity of such an act as that 
proposed can not escape the scrutiny of 
the courts. Some one is sure to resist the 
payment of.the equalization fee, or, hay- 
ing paid it under protest, will sue to re- 
cover, thus presenting the constitutional 
questions discussed. Should the decision 
be adverse, as upon the authorities it 
seems it must, the elaborate machinery 
provided for the bill must fall, and con- 
tracts entered into must be annulled. I 
can not feel that my duty * * *-: has 
been discharged * * * did I not utter 
this word of warning. 


It is encouraging that some senators (and 
Senator Walsh is not alone in his belief on his 
side.of the chamber) are willing to view the 
matter from an economic point of view. When 
able senators on both sides of the chamber 
calmly point out the dangers accompanying 
such proposed legislation, the manifest pur- 
pose of some to make the issue political falls 
to the ground.

ROYAL ASCOT. 


When the weather is fine, Royal Ascot is un- | 


doubtedly a wonderful fashion show, but it is 
none the less a great exhibition of high-class 
horse racing. If there is no gainsaying the 
fact that tens of thousands were interested in 
learning that on Tuesday last, the opening day 
of the world-famous meet, the queen wore a 
crinoline hat of cream bound with black and 
that Princess Mary appeared in a pink frock, 
neither can it be denied that hundreds of thou- 
sands were much more concerned to know that 
Coronach won the St. James’ Palace Stakes, 
that High Art annexed the Gold Vase, and 
that Miss Sport was first home in the time- 
honored Ascot Stakes. The prestige attaching 
to the royal meeting is so great that some 
owners of thoroughbreds, who are more or 
less indifferent to success on other tracks, 
would, in the hyperbolical phrase of turfdom, 
‘“‘put their eyes out on sticks” to win at Ascot. 

There are many reasons why this reverence 
should be paid to the Ascot gathering. It is 
directly under royal patronage, it is held only 
once a year, and, by universal consent, none 
but the speediest horses can win its sprints 
and none but approved stayers can ‘“‘get’’ the 
distance in its longer races. For example, so 
difficult is it to win the Ascot Gold Cup, run 
over the two and a half mile course, that when 
a thoroughbred shows symptoms of speed and 
stamina combined, it is regarded as the high- 
est compliment to say that he may yet develop 
into a “Cup horse.”’ 

Coronach’s victory on Tuesday shows that 
his winning of the Epsom derby was no fluke. 
He “‘lost’’ Lex at Epsom, and he practically 
lost him again at Ascof for, though Sir Abe 
Bailey’s candidate finished second to Lord 
Woolavington’s colt, he was 20 lengths in the 
rear when the latter was cantering past the 
winning post. On account of the state of the 
going, which was heavy, Colorado did not 
throw down the gage of battle on this occasion 
and lives to fight andther day. When he and 
Coronach next meet, there will be great ex- 
citement and not a little uncertainty as to the 
result among the followers of form.

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SCHOOL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The board of education has shown com- 
mendable enterprise in submitting to the Dis- 
trict commissioners estimates for public 
school appropriations during the fiscal year 
1927-1928. Inasmuch as the auditor of the 
District, under the direction of the commis- 
sioners, has been engaged in preparing esti- 
mates for District expenditures during 
that year, which estimates are to be 
transmitted to the director of the budg- 
et bureau, it is proper that the members 
of the school board should give the commis- 
sioners whatever information and figures they 
may have. This will aid the commissioners in 
making up the total estimates and enable them, 
no doubt, to give to the needs of the school 
system more intelligent consideration than they 
would otherwise be able to do. 

The appropriations asked for by the school 
board are greatly in excess of any previous ap- 
propriations, but they are warranted in the 
light of the present conditions of many of the 
schools and the congestion that exists in sev- 
eral sections. A total of $15,549,906 is need- 
ed, the school board states, if all the projects 
for the year under the five-year building pro- 
gram are to be taken care of. This sum in- 
cludes $5,648,000 for the purchase of building 
sites and construction of schoolhouses and 
playgrounds, and more than $1,000,000 for 
repairs, improvements and _ replacements 
needed to put the older schools in condition. 

Congress has shown a disposition to be gen- 
erous in its provisions for the public schools 
of Washington, and it is probable that when 
these estimates reach the legislators there 
will not be any serious opposition to the pro- 
posed expenditures.

U.S. TO DISAPPROVE 
NICARAGUAN REVOLT 


Hopeful for Constitutional 
Settlement, Statement by 
Charge Asserts. 


Managua, Nicaragua, June 17 
(By A. Pr.) 
United States government toward 
the situation in Nicaragua is out- 
lined in a communication made 
public today by the charge d’af- 
faires, Lawrence Dennis. 

“The Department of State,’’ it 
reads, ‘‘would not look with favor 
on any revolutionary outbreak in 
Nicaragua or any change of gov- 
ernment through violent means, 
but has the hope that a satisfac- 
tory constitutional settlement of 
the present difficulties will be 
reached between the parties con- 
cerned by friendly agreement.”’ 

The local newspapers comment 
favorably on the statement. 


The Nicaraguan government is

ary. The United States government 
has withheld recognition of the 
Chamorro regime.

Patriotic Union Committees 
Urge Release From Prison 
of wenter. 


MARTYRDOM IS ALLEGED 


Citing restriction of rights guar- 
anteed them by the constitution of 
the republic of Haiti and calling 
upon President Coolidge to exer- 
cise his authority to extend to all 
Haitians the “constitutional guar- 
antees’’ of citizenship in the negro 
republic, the 61 committees of the 
Patriotic union, with headquarters 
at Port-au-Prince, in a cablegram 
to The Post last night, made a 
plea for the end of a “state of an- 
archy’’ there. 

The cablegram follows: 
‘Washington Post, Washington, 

a Gs: 

“The Haitian people beg Presi- 
dent Coolidge to give them reas- 
surances relative to rights guaran- 
teed by the Haitian constitution. 
Haitian citizens regard most seri- 
ously the danger threatened their 
rights by the imprisonment of Joli- 
bois, jr., because of the expression 
of his political sentiments. 

“Jolibois has already passed 27 
months in prison without ever hav- 
ing been condemned by any tribu- 
nal. He should have been liber- 
ated in April, 1926, by reason of 
an understanding arrived at in 
connection with a meting of the 
journalistic congress in Washing- 
ton. Such martyrdom of Jolibois 
should cease immediately. 

“President Coolidge has all the 
authority necessary to end the 
state of anarchy now existing in 
Haiti. 
renown of the American people, 
and in the name of George Wash- 
ington and Abraham Lincoln, we 
beg that you publish this. 

(Signed by) ‘‘The 61 Societies of 
the Union Patriotique, the Haitian 
League of Manhood Rights, the 
Poste, the Nouvelliste, the Times, 
the Courrier-Hatian, Junia.’’ 

The Jolibois, jr., referred to was 
a writer for the Courrier-Hatian, 
who together with G. U. Blaine, 
editor of that paper, and 25 other 
journalists, has been imprisoned at 
the instance of the Haitian admin- 
istration for the last three years. 
The printing office of the Courrier- 
Haitian was ransacked, it was said, 
by direct orders of President Luis 
Borno, now visiting here.

RS. E. N.S. writes: Will you |

kicking. To a layman, one ‘‘bug”’ 
would seem as effective for infec- 
tion as a million 

REPLY. 

First, let us discuss the harm- 
less bacteria. Most bacteria are| 
harmless under all ordinary cir-' 
cumstances wherever they may be. 
In a given 10.900 bacteria from all 
sources. the probability is’ that 
more than 9.000 would be classed 
as harmless. We can even go fur- 
ther than that and say that a large! 
proportion of the bacteria in nature 
are helpful. Illustrating the help- 
ful bacteria which inhabit milk, we 
have those which facilitate the 
making of butter by souring milk, | 
and those which help to flavor the 
butter—those of the same group 
that help to make cottage cheese, 
clabber, sour milk, and buttermilk: 
those which facilitate the making 
and flavoring of cheese. 

In the control of a milk supply. 
the principle effort in protecting | 
against bacteria is to keep the dis- 
ease producing bacteria away. An 
ordinance which permits the bac- 
terial content of milk to run: to 
16.000 or a 100.000 commonly says, 
“No disease producing bacteria al- 
lowed.”’ or words to that effect. The 
ordinance commonly goes further 
and says that people with commun- | 
icable diseases can not handle milk. 


Therefore. the probability is that | 
none of the 10.000 bacteria allowed | 
are-disease producing. 

Then the question of dosage | 
comes up. One bug i not as ef- 
fective as a million in causing in- | 
fection. Let us say a typhoid ba- 
cilus is swallowed in milk. There | 
is, first, a good chance that the | 
stomach juices will kill it. Next, il 
runs the gamut of the other intes- | 
tinal juices. Then comes the re- 
sistance of the intestinal walls to | 
infection. tight in there comes | 
the chance that other bacteria will | 
kill it and also the chance that it 
will slip through the tract unab- 
sorbed. 

Lastly. after being absorbed, it 
must take its chances with the re- 
sisting, protecting forces of the 
body. All in all, the chance that | 
6ne bacillus would infect, under any 
circumstances, is very slim. Ac- 
-cording to the laws of chance, if | 
there were 100, the possibility of | 
infection would be greater. If a 
million, still greater.

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Three Major Industries’ 


Records Show Prosperity 


By S. 8S. FONTAINE. 


New York, June 17.—Business 
activity not only gives no sign of 
recession but continues to increase 
4s compared with a year ago, ac- 
cording to a survey made by Rus- 
sell, Miller & Carey, members of 
New York Stock Exchange. The 
records of the three great major 
industries, which fluctuate in vol- 
ume most readily and which are of 
the greatest importance to all lines 
of business activity, are proceeding 
most satisfactorily. 

First, in the building industry, 
construction contracts for the coun- 
try as a whole show an increase of 
§ per cent in May, as compared 
with May last year, and an increase 
of 17 per cent during the first five 
months of this year, as compared 
with the first five months of 1925. 
The mofithly rate of increase of 
construction contracts over the 
same months last year has been de- 
clining, but the fact remains that 
volume of construction continues 
in excess of a vear ago, when con- 
struction was at a new record vol- 
ume, as compared with any previous 
time.

In the steel industry, output 
steel ingots in May shows a slight 
recession as compared with April, 
but was 14 per cent above May, 
1925 For the five months ended 
with May, output was 642 per cent 
above the same period of 1926. 
When it is considered that volume 
of production in the steel industry 
also made a new high record in 
1926, with 44,140,738 tons of in- 
zots as compared with 43,619,201 
tons in 1917 and 43,485,665 tons in 
1923, the previous record years, it 
is evident that this year’s steel busi- 
ness so far is making a new record 
in volume. It is true there has 
been a decrease in unfilled orders 
during each of the last five months. 
Yet, despite this, prices of steel 
products are very steady.

The 
result has been their éxclusion from 
area after area, without provision 
for their expansion th other desir- 
able areas, so that the land avail-. 
able for their construction has ap-. 
preciated in value until it has seri- 
ously affected the cost to the home 
owner, which cost has been passed 
along upon his shoulders. 


Act Is Held Unfair. 


‘There has not only been the ap- 
preciation in these limited areas, 
but the depreciation of other areas 
bought for special purposes and 
then suddenly zoned against for 
these purposes. The resulting in- 
Stability of property values pro- 
duces a feeling of unfair treatment 
and resentment agains the regula- 
tions. 

‘‘Legislation which causes a sense 
of unfair treatment among those 
who have stanchly supported it is 
not good legislation, and the com- 
mittees submit again for your con- 
sideration the plea that further 
sweeping changes in the zoning or- 
dinances should follow only after 
a definite technical study.” 

The members of the committee, 
Mr. Peaslee said, might be fully 
qualified to make such a technical 
study if they had time, but he 
pointed out that with them 
zoning is only incidental their 
other duties.

Delay in Zoning Asked. 


Hugh M. Frampton, president o1 
the Cathedral Heights Citizens as- 
sociation, appeared before the com. 
mission at an earlier meeting and 
asked for a postponement of action 
on the proposal to rezone a large 
territory lying between American 
university and the District line, 
from first commercial C area to 
residential A area, with provision 
for a large commercial island in the 
center. 

Albert E., Walker, representing 
the Loughborough Development 
Corporation, which owns 163 acres 
of the property, appeared at the 
hearing and announced that plans 
had been made for the early devel- 
opment of the territory. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the commis- 
sion would soon act on the proposed 
change. 

The Cathedral Heights Citizens 
association held a meeting Wednes- 
day night and delegated Mr. Framp- 
ton to request the commission to post- 
pone action until the members “‘can 
get together and plan a comprehen- 
sive, systematic and sensible scheme 
for developing the entire section.”’ 


Corner Store Opposed. 


The proposal to rezone from first 
commercial to residential the prop- 
erty abutting the east side of Eight- 
eenth street northeast, between 
Newton and Otis streets was sup- 
ported by W. S. Fitch and E. B. 
Hancock, but they opposed the 
building of a store on one corner 
of the block. Engineer Commis- 
sioner Bell, who is chairman of 
the zoning commission, explained 
that a permit already had been is- 
sued for the building of this store 
and it could not be withdrawn 
should the property be rezoned. 

Dora Palkin, 1448 N street north- 
west, opposed the proposal to re- 
zone from residential to first com- 
mercial the property abutting both 
sides of N street, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets. Leon- 
ard A. Block, attorney for those 
who seek the change, declared that 
the area already is in effect a com- 
mercial one. In the block, he said, 
is a dancing academy, a modiste’s 
shop, a boarding house for girls, 
a chiropractor’s office and the office 
of a notary public.

Tentative Proposal Calls for' 
Largest Government Office 
Structure in District. 


NEW SUPREME COURT 
EDIFICE CONSIDERED 


Question of Additions to St. 
Elizabeths Hospital Up at 
Next Meeting. 


Tentative plans for a new home 
for the Department of Commerce, 
which provide for the largest gov- 
ernment office building in Washing- 


ton, twice the size of the Treasury 
or Interior buildings, were outlined 
by Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Drake yesterday to the public build- 
ings and fine arts commissions. 

The area south of B street beé- 
tween Twelfth and Thirteenth, 
is the tentative site for the building 
which would have more than a mil- 
lion square feet of floor space, ac- 
commodating all sections of the de- 
partment. 

After hearing Justices Willis Van 
Devanter, Edward T. Sanford and 
Harlan Stone explain the need of a 
new United States Supreme Court 
building, the joint meefing con- 
sidered tentative sites for this 
structure. One is adjacent to the 
Library of Congress and the Capi- 
tol; another on First street between 
East Capitol street and Maryland 
avenue, and a third at the west end 
of the mall, west of Fifteenth 
street, near the Roosevelt me- 
morial. No decision was made. 


Greenhouses on Site. 


Government greenhouses now oc- 
cupy the site of the proposed Com- 
merce building, which would be 6 


stories high with about 166,000 
square feet of floor space for each 
story. The sixth story will be con- 
cealed after the manner of the 
Treasury building. 

Further plans on the Commerce 
building were referred to officials 
of that department and the Treas- 
ury architect. 

Whether additional buildings can 
be provided for St. Elizabeths hos- 
pital under present building legisla- 
tion and plans for the Agriculture 
buildings’ improvement and exten- 
sion were discussed. The latter 
may probably be the first subject 
considered at the next meeting of 
the public buildings commission.

between Seventh and Bighth and 
one-way west between Eighth and 
Ninth street. Motorists coming 
either way on the avenue are aple 
to go only one block because of this 
situation. This makes for confusijon 
at the intersection of Eighth street 
and Pennsylvania and South Caro- 
lina avenues, he pointed out. Clos- 
ing of the avenue, in the opinion 
of Mr. Crouch. would eliminate @ 
serious traffic danger. 

The parks are now surrounded 
by iron pipe fences so that they 
can not be entered and enjoyed by 
the residents of the community.

In asking that the parks be 
joined, the business men also are 
urging that the iron fences be re- 
moved and that paths and benches 
be included in the enlarged parks.

and the fences removed these parks 
would furnish an ideal place for 
the children to take their lunch, 
Mr. Crouch pointed out. In that 
connection, he added that the 
Northwest had parks laid out that 
way and there was no reason why 
the same advantages should not be 
enjoyed in the Southeast.
